A definite location for the 
pumping 
station of the Covina municipal 
wnter 
system is the latest word that the city 
trustees have to report. At the meeting 
Tuesday evening, it was decided to buy 
an aero of ground on "the south sido of 
Covina boulevard, between Azusa ave­ 
nue and Lark 
Ellon street. 
The 
site 
will have a frontage of 125 feet on the 
boulevard, 
and 
will extend south 
the 
necessary distance to give the city an 
acre. 


City Engineer Gordon C. Douglas has 
made the survey, and the transfer of 
the property will be made immediately. 
J. H. Price of Lordsburg is making the 
'sale. 


Two wells will bo drilled, one twenty 
inches in diameter, and the other is to 
bo a fourteen-inch hole. It is expected 
that they will bo sunk to a depth of at 
least 450 feet. 
The type of pumps and 
power 
units 
have 
not 
been 
decided 
upon. From these wells the water will 
be boosted to a reservoir at some high 
point east of Covina, so that the city 
will 
receive 
its 
water 
supply 
under 
pressure. 


As soon as the city acquires title to 
the real estate necessary for their wells, 
work will b o . started 
in 
construction, 
although it is doubtful if tho main op­ 
erations 
can 
bo 
pushed 
very 
rapidly 
until 
more 
dcflnito 'arnngontonts 
are 
made us to material.

J. Morgan, whom he 
stated,

had 
known for years, during which time he 
had learned to value his counsel 
and 
ability as an educator and supervising 
principal,

is to

Mr. Morgan,''' the speaker said, " t h o 
state of California is to be congratu­ 
lated that he had decided to continue 
his labors within its boundaries."

in democracy. 
Forty 
years 
ago 
Emerson declared that. America is an­ 
other word for opportunity. 
Tn bygono 
days, when the government, offered ev­ 
ery young American a quarter soction 
of land in the wilderness, solely on con­ 
dition that, he improve it, it could bo 
truly said 
that 
this great 
nation 
of­ 
fered 
every ohild 
a fair 
opportunity. 
But the wilderness is gone, and desir­ 
able 
quarter-sections 
are 
no 
longer 
available. 
We 
must 
find 
opportunity 
for our young people in another quar­ 
ter. 
I nm convinced that the best op­ 
portunity that wo can provide 'Is the 
unlimited opportunity of education. 


"It, has been said that n high school 
education 
is 
not 
necessnry 
to 
attain 
success. We hear much of the self-made 
men of former generations. Of course, 
there are some man and women 
who 
will succeed without a high school edu­ 
cation. 
They are the geniuses of thoir 
time, and thoir number is about one in 
every 
thousand. 
The 
best, 
stopping- 
stone 
to sucouss, so 
far as the 
nine 
hundred und ninety-nine are concerned, 
is a high schoql education. 


" T h e high school Is changing to moot 
the needs of the groat body of students 
entering Its doors. 
It is no longer an 
aristocratic institution, preparing only 
for college. It is a democratic Institu­ 
tion, preparing chiefly for, Jiio. Jtt Is 
absurd -for tv^ community Ho",: estimate 
tho success of its high school acqordlnjJL 
to 
tho 
number 
of 
graduates 
sent 'to 
college, or the records of these gradu­ 
ates'while al. college. The real tost of 
the 
success 
of 
a 
high 
school 
is 
tho 
ability of its graduates to meet, actual 
life situations." 


The commissioner related several in­ 
cidents in which high school graduated 
had shown ability t o meet actual sit­ 
uations, lie justified athletics and other 


school 
activities 
on 
the ground 
that 
they afford training in meeting situa­ 
tions. 


In 
conclusion, 
the 
commissioner 
spoke of the importance of ideals, and 
the influence of the high school in de­ 
veloping character. 
lie fold the story

OJ PROHIBITION. 


I t hns been a long road to prohibition 
from so small a beginning in the past 
that we havo lost eight of it. 
~ ~ 


I n 1786, or 130 years ago, no one ever 
dreamed of prohibition. 


The ministers preached against the 
sin of over-indulgence, but 'themselves 
took a glass occasionally. 


When a man married he was suppos­ 
ed to treat all his neighbors to rum. 


Whiskey 
was 
provided 
for 
every 
house-raising and husking bee. 


In 1787 a few men in 
Connecticut 
organized the first temperance society, 
pledged themselves against runi^ bran- 
dy, and whiskey, but" could drink wine, 
beer, and hard cider. 


For years these men struggled with 
this problem. W e will call this our first 
milestone. 


The 
second 
milestone was 
reached 
when Neal Dow led the forces against 
the saloons and drove them all out of 
the state of Maine in 1851. 
In 1874 
the third milcstono was reached when 
the 
Woman's 
Christian 
Temperance 
Union was organized. 


They caught the vision of an entiro 
nation free from the liquor traffic. 


They have been called fools, cranks, 
and fanatics. 


The men said, " T h e women's hearts 
are all right but they arc very imprac­ 
tical." 


The 
good 
temperance 
men 
spent 
many years trying to find an easy w a y 
to get rid of the liquor traffic. 


They accomplished but little. 
They 
tried to overcome some of the bad ef­ 
fects. They 'took the screens down, took 
the music out, passed laws to keep boys 
under 21 out, tried high license, and 
even closed the saloons on election dnys, 
but they were only tying a silken cord 
around the neck of the monster. 


The saloons broke all of their regu­ 
lating laws. 
They were only 
halfway 
measures; tHen they tried local option, 
but the road has been slow and diffi­ 
cult. 


The 
fourth 
milestone 
was 
reached 
when tho Woman's Christian Temper­ 
ance Union came out strong for prohi­ 
bition. 
They 
said, 
" N o 
whiskies, 
brandy, rum, wine, or beer; no wineries, 
breweries, distilleries, wholesale liquor 
houses, no saloons; no license, high or 
low; no canteen, no dispensary beneath 
our starry flag, anyplace or a n y w h e r e . " 


To teach men this they havo sent out 
prohibition speakers b y the score and 
prohibition literature b y tho ton. They 
have bombarded 
our legislature 
and 
congress unceasingly. 


The ravages of drink are'greater than 
those of war, pestilence 
and 
famine 
combined. 


" T h e North and South have agroed 
Our nation shall bo free 
From rum's death reign. 
Victor will gain. 
The curse that blights our race 
Shall havo no more a place

. Just as the sun sank on the western 
horizon on Friday last, the graduates 
of tho Covina grammar school were 
presented with thoir diplomas by Prof. 
J. J. Morgan, supervising principnl for 
the past seven years of the Covina 
schools. 


The exercises, witnessed by the rela­ 
tives and personal friends of the gradu­ 
ates, were held in the open air in front 
of the Reed building, the steps and en­ 
trance to which were decorated with 
flow.ers and ribbons in the class colors, 
lending a pretty setting to the scene. 


The invocation was offered by the 
Rev. Charles T. Murphy, the new rector 
of Holy Trinity Episcopal church, fol­ 
lowed by an address by the class teach­ 
er, Mr. Sterling, in which he urged the 
graduates to strive for perfect 
self- 
control, which, added to an earnest de­ 
sire to express at all times the best that 
was within them, would be assure them 
success in their future undertakings in 
life. 
; 


Miss Eva B. Edwards, principal of 
the school, in presenting the class to 
Prof. Morgan for their dipomas, spoke 
with justifiable pride of the fact that 
every member of this year's class of 


• thirty-seven 
graduates 
expected to 
continue their education by entering 
the Covina or some other high school, 
and to the further fact that the class 
was graduating with an average mark­ 
ing of 86 per cent. I n conclusion she 
likened herself to a fairy god-mother, 
wishing for each individual 
member 
three great gifts: first, Belf-control; sec­ 
ond, tho ability to keep sweet; third 
loving charity and Christian kindness. 


At the request of the children the 
diplomas were presented by Prof. Mor­ 
gan, and aditionnl interest was given to 
the occasion by the fact that it was his 
closing address to the pupils of the 
Covina schools, whose welfare he has 
so carefully guarded during the many 
years that he has 
served as head of 
the school work in Covina. He said in 
part: " A s I look over this class 1910, I 
see a number of members whose entire 
educational career has been under my 
supervision. Some of you I have known 
since your birth and have had your in­ 
terest at heart during the 
formative 
period as you little suspect. But I have 
not been entirely alone in this watchful 
caie, for I also see a. number of teach­ 
ers 'who. have been equally..solicitous 
foe .your, success;: and equally,.anxious 
over Vthe mistakes you may have made. 
Several, of this class entered the second 
grade with Miss Mills as your teacher, 
and she is as,proud of your attainments 
as your yourself can be. Your princi­ 
pal, 
Miss Edwards, has given you six 
years of earnest, and I might say, even 
. prayerful, helpfulness. 
Other teachers 
here have also been very zealous of 
your success, und have grieved over 
your failures, and I am sure that you 
will carry from this school fond.memor­ 


ies of all of these most excellent tench- 
ers. 
But. while they are all sorry to 
part from you, not one would wish to 
have you remain and hibernate. 
They 
desire you to press on to higher and 
nobler things, for which they have all 
endeavored to give you an earnest soul- 
hunger.

the foundation on which you will build

future 
superstructure; and re­ 
member that from little things, great 
things grow. ' Weaving together the

Cohasset, Minn., Juno 22, 191G. 
Editor Covina Argus: 


Wo arrived here yesterday afternoon 
and were soon out at the home of 
George and Iva Grober, on their large 
Minnesota farm, bounded on one side 
by the Mississippi river, about seventy- 
five miles from its source. On account 
of logging, the river is dammed, and is 
about one-quarter of a mile wide. 


Upon 
arrival I thoughft the next 
thing would be to catch some fish. Bor­ 
rowing some of George's farm clothes, 
I was ready for business. 
Iva said, 
" O u t there are the frogs in the pond 
and down there (about 500 feet) is the 
boat and the river, so help yourself." 


This was my first experience catching 
frogs, and after making a few efforts 
I about concluded that to catch the 
frogs would be a bigger job than catch­ 
ing the fish. They were like the Dutch­ 
man 's flea. I, however, conceived how 
to catch them, and after getting about 
a dozen and a half, I came to tho house 
and while getting line the frogs saw a 
way of escape from in under the lid 
of the bucket, and when I came out, 
frogs were goin^ in all directions. Well, 
I succeeded in catching therri and pro­ 
ceeded to the river. 
Before supper I 
caught two pickerel about 22 inches 
long, and after supper three pike about 
14 inches. It was now about 
dark. 
When we came in my wife said, " D o 
you know what time it i s ! " I looked,

Death on Thursday last called one 
of San Gabriel valley's most" distin­ 
guished citizens, who for nearly 
fifty 
years had resided in the vicinity of 
Ax.usa, Cant. J. T. Gordon, rioted Cali­ 
fornia 
pioneer, 
world 
traveler, the 
friend of many famous persons and the 
member of an aristocratic family. 
He 
was 89 years old. He leaves his widow 
and three sons: J. T. Gordon, Jr., Thos. 
J. Gordon, and Wallace M. Gordon. 


Arriving in Los Angeles county in 
the fall of 1808 from Texas, he settled 
in El Monte and came to Azusa in 1870, 
where he lived until his death. In the 
early years of his residence here he 
was engaged in business with the noted 
pioneer, Henry Dalton. 
He was the 
first justice of the peace and the 'first 
notary public in Azusa. With the ex­ 
ception of two months passed in Balti­ 
more, Capt. Gordon was not away from 
A/.usfi for forty-five years. 


Born in Washington, August*28, 1826, 
Capt. Gordon had a long and adventur­ 
ous career before he took up the simple 
lifo in Southern California. At the age 
of 14 he went to sea, living five years 
as a sailor. His wanderings took him 
across the Atlantic ocean several times 
and tVvice through Europe, twice around 
the Horn, and twice to Rio de Janeiro. 


Giving up his "life on the ocean 
w a v e , " young Gordon studied law and 
was admitted to the bar in the national 
capital, where ho practiced until the 
outbreak of the Civil war. During the 
war he had many thrilling adventures 
running the blockade. He brought in 
supplies and took out cotton for the 
Confederates. 


When he was purser of a blockage- 
running vessel he at one time was the 
custodian of $50,000 in gold and $:100,- 
000 in bonds of the Confederate gov­ 
ernment, all of which ho succeeded in
